; otherwise (he was 12 when he made his first rescue: a domestic 
rabbit with a urinary tract infection I. Since then, he’s saved 
S a cat, some lizards, two parrots and other unwanted animals, all of 
< which have found shelter in his Lawn crest rowhome. 

£ The duck thing started in 2003, around Easter (appropriately 
5 enough), at a reptile show (less intuitive) in Hamburg, Pa., where 
j Ayre came across three female ducks for sale. Ayre, fearful that they 
j would be purchased as snake food, bought the little flock for $ 10. 

° Ducks, it turns out, can't really be housebioken. So Ayre cut 
f diapers in half andhamessed them to the ducks, who spent their 

* time swimming in his bathtub or “just wobbling around the house." 



The girls soon bonded with their new owner. “They respected me 
as part of the flock,” he says. They trusted me." 

Ayre was quickly pulled, largely via Internet (brums, into the 
bigger world of duck rescue. There was the Muscovy duck with 
a staph infection in Pennypack Rirk, the Cayuga duck with 
bumble foot, the egg-bound Pekin duck (which, sadly, sur- 
vived only a few days after its rescue). 

Most of these ducks, he believes, are domestic and abandoned 
by their owners. Readily available online or at feed stores, the 

ducks are larger than their wild 
brethren and often too fat to fly, 
making them easy targets. 

Ayre believes the situation 
has improved since the pass- 
ing of a 2004 city ordinance 
that makes “farm animals” 

— including ducks — illegal 
within city limits. And the 
Pennsylvania Society for 
fte Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, which handles animal control forthe city, says it has yet 
to be called out on a duck rescue. 

Ayre, meanwhile, found himself unable to properly care for his 
own flock and began looking last year for someone to adopt them. 
Luckily, tilings worked out: The ducks soon found a home with 
Maggie Montieth of Phoenixville, where, she says, they now enjoy 
swimming in a 100-gallon pool on her 3-acre property. “They've got 
quite a nice resort out here.”

It’s that time of the year again, folks. Penn- 
sylvania Society Weekend time! That’s 
right: Tis the season for scads of Pennsyl- 
vania’s elected officials to get together with 
our state's finestultra-powerftil law firms, 
lobbyists and industry magnates for a 
weekend-long private, special-inter- 
est-funded soiree. 

The event began more than 100 years ago, 
but has expanded to include dozens offund- 
raisers, private receptions, cocktail parties 
and plain party-parties sponsored by pow- 
erful players with a stake in the game. 

This year’s schedule (thanks to poli- 
ticspa.com ) is out, and boy does it make 
us wish we had influence to wield. 
Among the many invitation-only events 
that (some of) our elected officials will 
undoubtedly attend: cocktails with the 
Waste Management Eastern Qroup: 
breakfast with the chairman and CEO 
of PNC Bank; a party at the 21 Club with 
mega-lobbying firm Cozen O'Connor 
(founder Stephen Cozen also repre- 
sents the struggling former Foxwoods 
Casino). How about an after-dinner recep-

tion with the Marcellus Shale Coalition — the very industry 
lobby group that successfully fought off a tax on gas extraction in 
Pennsylvania? Tax-free snails, anyone? 

“We have nothingto do with those events,” says Pennsylvania 
Society Executive Director Carol Fitzgerald, explaining that 
die Society is responsible only for its annual dinner. 

Of course, wherever you have elected officials being lavished 
upon in private by special interest groups, you’re gonna have 
somebody trying to kill the good vibes. In 2007, it came out that 
state Rep. Mark Cohen had spent $2,000 of taxpayer money to 
attend. Now-indicted former Speaker John Perzel received 
some $55,000 in contributions from groups given the privilege 
of sponsoring a reception in his honor in 2004. And the Inquirer 
reported just a few weeks ago that Pa. Supreme Court Justice 
Ronald Castille allowed a law firm that argues before him to pay 
for his own trip to the Society, including a $ 1,900 hotel bill — all 
perfectly legal. 

When it comes to Philly, the ethical rules are "pretty complicated," 
admits city Ethics Board director Shane Creamer, explaining 
that city law bars employees from accepting a gift of“substantial 
economic value,” that could reasonably be believed to influence 
their decision-making. In other woids, you and I might point the oi’ 
fishy-eye at elected officials sipping oysters with industries 
they regulate and the firms they contract with — but die word 
“substantial” is highly subjective. Will we see said oyster-sipping on 
any financial disclosure statements? Probably not. 



CENTER OF ATTENTI ON 

The country's ongoing unemployment crisis has become a kind of 
perpetual motion machine for the news media. 

And what better visual aid than photos of die unemployed them- 
selves, voicing their anger in public demonstrations and via power- 
fully worded signs? But if you look closely, you 11 notice something 
weird:Alotofthe pictures are from Philly (for examples, see 
citypaper.net). Whether it’s TheLA. Times, The Ihrtland (Maine) 
Press Herald, the Honolulu Star Advertiser, The Washington Times 
or NPR — the photographs of die unemployed protesting benefits 
cuts and general joblessness are of Philadelphians. But why? 

The answer has to do with the Philadelphia Unemployment 
Project (PUP), a Philly-based advocacy group and services 
provider for the jobless. Since 1975, PUP has helped its members 
navigate the Byzantine processes of securing aid while mobilizing 
them to fight die even larger political battle with government for 
jobs programs and better unemployment benefits. 

Now, all of a sudden and all over the country, when a story runs 
about the unemployed, you’re likely to see a picture of a PUP rally. 
The sudden attention hasn’t gone unnoticed by PUP Director John 
Dodds, who explains the phenomenon as a sign of how rare orga- 
nizing among the jobless has become: “We’re actually organizing 
unemployed workers . Unfortunately, there are very few groups 
doing that," he says, adding, “Back in the ’70s, there were lots 
of unemployed groups everywhere." 

Still, the organization is making the most of the spotlight while 
they’ve got it. Says Dodds, “A picture’s worth a thousand words.”

LAST TU ESD AY, til e Daily News' Catherine Lucey reported 
that the word "Christmas’' was to be replaced with “Ho Bday” at the 
annual German Christmas Village outside City Hall in response 
to complaints. It was a great little scoop: quirky, provincial, its 
conflict simple.lbo damned good.in fact, for the restof the media 
to let it go. In just six days, Lucey 's humble 370 words had gener- 
ated 12,000 more between thelnquirer and the Daily News alone, 
handed from beat reporters to those guardians of the city’s moral 
soul, the columnists, with politicos weighing in all the while. 

Was it because the public demanded answers'! Or did the media 
and politicos smell blood? 

The first letter to be published on the matter in either of the 
dailies was written not by Joe Fishtowner but by union boss, politi- 
cal heavyweight and — huh! — onetime mayoral aspirant John 
Dougherty. Shockingly, he seemed to feel the entire episode reflect- 
ed very poorly on the mayoralty of Michael Nutter. Dougherty 
bravely described Nutter's derision as“gutless." 

Councilwoman Joan Krajewski took the opportunity to propose 
a daring resolution that Christmas be “ celebrated and respected. ” 

But no one liked the story better than the media itself Within a 
day, the mayor’s office had been “bombarded,"reported the ON’S 
Bob Warner, "with media calls." 

Inquirer columnist Daniel Rubin, realizing thatbeing Jewish 
was as good a peg as any other, authored an Oprah-worthy let- 
ter of conciliation. “Yes, it’s the Christmas season. Get over it. 

I have ."he declared, offering

— a plea to calm themselves. 

But if ever a story were made for a columnist, this one was for 
the DN s Stu Bykofsky, who does his best work when adhering to 
a simple formula: Find a divisive issue that pits a minority group 
with a small voice against a healthy clamor of aging, white, mid- 
dle-class, vaguely angry Philadelphians — and then side with the 
latter. Immigration, bicycles and now this: Talk about a Christmas 
goose! Those who opposed the word "Christmas” on city property 
were, Stu wrote, “anti-Christmas,” ‘haters,” and “Christmas-hat- 
ers.” Stu, who is Jewish, also managed to use the phrase “Prince 
of Peace.” Someone give this man a crucifix, already! 

By Friday, sadly, the “controversy” seemed to be over: Nutter had 
reversed his decision, then lit the City Hall Christmas tree. Not 
so fast: Enter Serious Columnist Monica Yant Kinney, not to be 
denied her share of the week’s spoil. 

This wasn’t about some baloney Christmas scuffle, Kinney 
declared: This was about the mayor himself. In a column whose 
theme was “disappointment ,” Kinney called the Christmas Village 
episode “boneheaded,” then went on to quote former Mayor John 
Street in this month's Philadelphia magazine making the highly 
specific accusation that “on the things that matter, Mayor Nutter 
has crippled the rity.”Thedeath blow atlast!

THE GROSZ CLINIC 

A quick master class on Philly's hot jazz giant 
Marty Grosz. By A.D. Amorosi 

J azz has more than a few legends whose credits are shrouded 
by personal hubris, foible and sadness. Marty Grosz — scholar, 
crooner, virtuoso of the chordal acoustic guitar — is a different 
story. So much of his career has been riddled with joy. His brand of 
happy dancing hot jazz has long run in opposition to popular artists 
“coming out of jazz school playing egghead music that most people 

“I don’t want to listen to college kids turning themselves inside- 
out playing 45-minute versions oPAll the Things You Are’ with 
endless saxophone solos,” laughed Grosz on the phone from 
Munich last week during a brief tour of his birthplace. “It’s tedious, 

Grosz moved to Philly several years ago to be dose to his son 
who helped take care of Grosz 1 wife, who was felled by Alzheimer’s. 
Though steadyjazz gigs in the States are rarer than he’d like (hence 
the showcases abroad), Grosz is cheerfully ready for his third act 
“I'm old enough that this is more like a fifth act, maybe.” 

The first few acts weren’t bad. 

Grosz moved around a bit since his father, George Grosz — the 
German Expressionist icon — brought his family to Hie States in 
1933. The guitarist doesn’t include the legendary painter at the 
top of his bio, nor does he hide the fact. “My father was immensely 



proud and supportive, but he understood my reasons,” says Grosz. 
“What if h is father had been Stravinsky?” 

Though he recorded first in the 1950s with New Orleans veterans 
like Pops Foster, Grosz went mostly unheralded until playing with 
Bob Wilber and Kenny Davem in Soprano Summit, 7 5-79. Sessions 
with players like Vince Giordano, whose Nighthawks arc in HBO’s 
Boardwalk Empire , and other re-discoveries of the “hot” idiom, have 
made him an even more valued commodity. Last year saw the release 
of Marty Grosz and Hot Winds: The Classic Sessions, while 2008 
witnessed Acoi/s/ic Heat, duets with Django-ologist Mike Peters. 
Another CD's worth of material of the non-piano pop music of James 
P. Johnson, is due on Arbors 
records in 20 1 1, to add to his 20- 
plus effusive recordings. 

“If you told Louis Armstrong 
or Jade Teagarden in 1935 that 
they’d be hired to play ajazz 
concert, they'd look at you like you were nuts,” laughs Grosz. “They 
played for dandng — get the beat going, play the tune and impro- 
vise." That’s the spirit of his collaborations with fellow fluttering 
guitarist Barry Wahrhaftig’ s Hot Club of Philadelphia. 

“Jazz came into prominence as bluegrass did — a folk music, if you 
will, that was often played wrong but with a sense of fun . Bluegrass 
makes people feel good and is still going on as such with people 
plucking and strumming. Jazz doesn'tdo that anymore. It should.”

WITH APPLE AND Google getting into the Internet 
TV game, and Netflix taking steps toward an all- 
streaming model, the movie industry is betting that, 
as with music, consumers will choose convenience 
over quality. There’s nothing wrong with firing up 
tile Roku to catch up on 30 Rock, but it’s a little sur- 
prising that people who’vc shelled out for pricey flat- 
screens are then willing to feed them subpar content. 
But that’s why they make chocolate and vanilla. 

On the other hand, the industry has been 
shameless in churning out trumped-up high-dcf 
retreads with little in the way of quality control 
— seriously, is there any point to a Blair Witch 
Project Blu-ray? When it comes to paying pre- 
mium, it’s caveat emptor all the way. 

As ever, the Criterion Collection’s releases are 
a safe bet, and they’re unique in not charging extra 
for Blu-ray. Criterion's big-ticket year-end release 
is The BBS Story, a seven-film box set chronicling 
the short-lived but influential production company 
whose output included Easy Rider, Five Easy 
Pieces and The Last Picture Showlas well as 
less timeless “classics" like the Monkecs’ Head). 
Easy Rider’s rebellion may seem merely quaint 
these days, but the electricity of Jack Nicholson's 
early performances is enough to make you weep for 
the days before he phoned in his parts long-distance. 

Even Stanley Kubrick skeptics bow before the 
power of Paths of Glory, one of few anti-war films 
that actually merits the tag. There’s no heroism 
in the story of three soldiers court-martialed for 
refusing to take part in a suicide mission, just the 
sick brutality of men’s fives laid to waste. 

Although Warner Bros, maintains the most 

any Hollywood studio, they’ve let the entirety of 
Charlie Chaplin's oeuvre drift out of print, leaving 
Criterion to pick up the slack with a sterling Blu- 
ray of Modem rimes But the sentimental splen- 
dor of Chaplin’s features has never quite measured 
up to the comic brilliance of his two-reel shorts. 
Compared to the hurtling momentum of Buster 
Keaton's The General, Modern Times plays like a 
series of set pieces, finked by theme but reinforc- 
ing rather than amplifying each other. That’s what 
makes Flicker Aliev’s Chaplin at Keystone (pic- 
tured) such a wonder. Spread over four discs, the 



collection is evenly split between 
Chaplin’s directorial efforts and 
early films in which he acted 
for directors like Mack Sonnett. 
With new scores by the Mont Alto 
Motion Picture Orchestra, Robert 
Israel and many other veterans, 
it's an astonishing and compre- 
hensive look at Chaplin’s devel- 
opment, so enjoyable you may not 
realize how enlightening it is. 

Warner has released its share of 
upscale titles this year, including 
well-appointed deluxe editions of 
One Flew Over the Cuckoo's 
Nest and Doctor Zhivago, 
but the real action has been on 
the company’s Warner Archives 
site (wbshop.com), where each 
week brings a slew of on-demand 
releases culled from the studio’s 
vault. Generally taken from exist- 
ing, unrestored transfers and 
released without extras, the discs 
are pricey for what they are, but 
they've taken to running regular 
sales that drop them down to 

the more delightful of recent

I ► COMBINE SCINTILLATING INTELLECTUAL order with cryptic 
Z intensity of desire, mix thoroughly and you’ve got the recipe for 
£ Charles Burwell’s art. One of Philadelphia’s most recognizable 
« and least imitable painters, Burwell slices and dices hiscomposi- 
“ tions on the computer, allowing him to carve, pierce, integrate 
and disintegrate layers of patterns. When the viewer attempts 
to deconstruct the language of the painting, many paths beckon 
seductively but all ultimately loop back upon themselves into a 
labyrinth of ends and beginnings. 

In a number of paintings in this show, a quatrefoil shape is 
repeated in a regular grid-based organization , Burwell points out 
that it looks like a playing card club without die stem, but often it 
is green like a four-leaf clover. Sometimes, as in Interior Interior 
(pictured, detail), the pattern jumps out In paintings like Green 
and Sticks, the repetition of the four-lobed shape is camouflaged by 
intervening pattern layers of a different stripe. 

Lines define — indeed, they are — Burwell’s compositions. Most 
are straight vertical bands. You don't quite thinkof them as lines 
because they begin and end within shapes. Some lines squiggle 




cally like fragments of large letter forms A third type is straight 
and organized in X’s, like beams in architecture. There are not 
many outlines, though . On the rare occasions when something is 
outlined, it acquires extra emphasis. In Green and Sticks, a wide 
pale line outlined delicately in gray dominates the painting from 
‘behind" broader foregrounded shapes. The crossings inside circu- 
lar openings look a bit like bandages 
The relationship between Burwell’s forms and writing or symbol 
systems is intentional. Cy Twombly and Mark Tbbey, who in dif- 
ferent ways translated the mark-making of writing to painting, 
are acknowledged influences. In Distant Key, a dark, pinstriped 
vertical rectangle is patterned with a wriggly orange line. This is 
the "key," Burwell says, like the key to a map, but he also points out 
that the area may have a relationship to a section of text in an East 
Asian or Middle Eastern painting 
Burwell has thought about “all over" painting a 20th-century 
abstractionist goal that aims at avoiding subject and background, 
as well as gravitational or landscape references. He rejected this 



approach, but possibly the fact that as an 
abstract painter he had to consciously con- 
sider it informed the clarity with which he 
handles spatial elements now. 

New White, a 59-inch-square recent work, 
challenges the “all over" look more emphati- 
cally than usual by placing a singular, con- 
tained shape in the foreground. Lobed and 
thickly outlined in dark brown almost like 
a cartoon, it very vaguely resembles a teddy 
bear. It is boldly isolated and silhouetted 
against an expanse of chalky, almost lacy 
pastels that could be one of his paintings 
of road-map lines and green clovers. Could 
this be the beginning of a new direction? 

“It’s something I’m thinking about, sin- 
gle forms within a larger field.’he says. “I 
like the idea of having the light layers fall 
back and the two distinct kinds of space 
between the light and the dark. 

“I’ve been developing an inventory of 
different kinds of forms over the years," 
Burwell continues. “I’m always toying with 
the idea of going from simple to complex 
or going back and forth, doing simpler 
paintings and doing more complex, layered 
paintings.

The New York 7imesfor hernewcookbook. Marion 
Burros' Purple Rum Torte was the landslide win- 
ner, with 1 85 more votes than the second-place 
pancake by David Eyre. It's probably the last recipe 
in which Hesser would have chosen to make a 
mistake. But mistake there is. 

"The plum torte recipe was published multiple 
times, but when I went to put it in the book. I decided 
to use the original version, forgetting that it had 
a mistake that was later corrected: It cal Is for 1 
tablespoon instead of 1 teaspoon of cinnamon," 
the /imescolumnist admitted the other day. 

Still, this issmall potatoes in light of Hessers big 
achievement: culling the best 1 ,400-plus recipes 
from the tens of thousands the 7/meshas pub- 
lished since the 1 850s, and making them acces- 
sible to 21st-century cooks in her new Essential 
New York Times Cookbook(Nor\on. $40). In fact, 
some early reviews suggest Essential deserves 
a place beside kitchen bibles The Joy of Cooking 
and Howto Cook Everything as well as Its Craig 
Claiborne-dominated predecessor, TheNewYbrk 
Times Cookbook. 

Howdoes Hesser think Essential measures up? 
"Thisislessahow-toandmoreacollectionofallthe 
recipes you need to know,' she says. "It includes all 
the major movements and trends, and every major 
chefssignature recipes, as well as classics." 

She says she also hep es the book will be used "to 
haveaculinaryadventire.’ltcertainlywasthatfor 
Hesser. Testing stew recipes from the '50s spiced 
only with parsley was “a low moment " By contrast, 
wonderful-but-passe recipes for tiramisu, black 
bean soupand bowl punches led hertoquesdon 
a food culture that “becomes very enthusiasts 
about somethi ng, then tosses it aside. " 

During the six years she worked on the book, 
Hesserhadtwinsandtockabuyoutfromthe Times 
to start food52.com, a food contest website (and 
book, this June) where entries are tested by both 
Hesser and readers— in part Hessersays.tobeat 
the problem of Internet recipe trustworthiness. 

Still, Hesser acknowledged, "There are also 
plenty of bad recipes in books" — not to menton 
one good one with too much cinnamon.

SECONDHAND SMOKE 

Baby Blues gets its meat right, and not 
much else. By Adam Erace

F or some people, barbecue is all about the meat. For others, its 
all about the sides. Which camp you fall 
into will determine whether Baby Bhies 
BBQ deserves yourbusiness. 

In seven months, owner Stephen Fischer ( cilypipnt 

transformed this space from twee, trippy Bubble 
House to rough-and-tumble roadhouse, its chop- 
py puzzle of parlors refurbished with raw wood tables and slate 
floors. The walls, a quilt of crumbly exposed brick and corrugated 
tin sheeting, are blanketed in enough border-town bric-a-brac to 
furnish a Tarantino set The Bubble House bar is still tucked into 
a sun-washed salon, only now, instead of lychee and taro teas, it’s a 
fountain of Lagunitas and PBR pounders. 

The counter running the perimeter of the open kitchen functions 
as a second bar. I wish Td have sat at this strip of marble crafted 
from the original marble walkways of Independence Hall, beneath 
a clothesline flapping with order tickets. Then I could have seen 



just how fast cliof Tim Kearney makes the mac 'ri cheese. The bowl 
sitting in front of me held elbow noodles cloaked in grainy, broken, 
under-salted four-cheese sauce. Unfortunate. 

It turns out Tm a sides guy. 

The mac arrived as part ofBaby Blues’ “Side Car," a platter of 
four fixins piled with moist combread, a nice option for vegetar- 
ians and stoned coeds alike. In total, there are 15 sides; I tried 
about half, and none but the greens (cream-kissed, nutmeg- 
scented spinach; bangin’ collards braised with bacon, caramel- 
ized onions and stewed tomatoes) were much better than the 
macaroni. The chicken smoked rice, the commeal-fried okra, the 
mashed sweet potatoes — none were seasoned properly, lacking 
the salt-and-pepper basics. The partially mashed pintos, kidneys 
and blacks in the baked beans were pasty 
MORE FOOD AND and needed some sweetness to balance out

that emerge from the 1-ton Southern 
Pride smoker in a cloud of applewood and hickory mist are the 
real stars of Baby Blues’ menu. Though the greasy ropes of pulled 
pork tasted left over from the weekend , the other cuts on the “Blue 
Devil" ( that’s four meats and three sides) satisfied. 

Rather than zero in on a single school of barbecue, Fischer’s 
family of smokehouses — his siblings operate sister spots in 
Hollywood, San Fran and Venice Beach (they’re from Newtown 
Square originally ) — take the Lewis & Clark approach, traipsing 
through regions, collecting greatest hits. So there’s smoke-suf- 
fused “Marion County" chicken, the aforementioned pulled pork

in the Carolina style, salt-and-peppered Texas beef and 
Louisiana bayou seafood. 

My plate came piled with smoked, grilled and sauced 
Marion chicken, an equally moist breast and leg; fat-laced 
chopped brisket in a puddle of Guinness braising liquid; 
and (my favorite) the 17-spice-rubbed Memphis ribs, bones 
flat as two-by-fours, surrounded by meat crusted in more 
bark than a redwood tree. That crunchy top layer, devel- 
oped over six hours in the smoker, is the truth. 

Sauces affect a squeeze-bottle skyline on each table: 
molasses-based sweet, Tabasco-based hot, mustard- 
based barbecue and the daunting six-chili XXX. Their 
sugar-and-spice levels were as fine-tuned as a Civil 
War-era banjo, the only constant being a lingering stag- 
nant flavor. Stick to the pepper vinegar, a condiment as 
de riguour as grits on Carolina tables. The potation of 
apple cider vinegar and sweet chilies sloshed around 
inside an old liter of Nikolai vodka capped with an easy- 
pour spout. 

I tried a salad. I don’t know why. The “BBQ chopped 
salad . . , tossed in ranch dressing” was neither chopped 

roasted peppers, black beans and tomatoes and a swirl 
of outsourced dressing ladled on top with lunch-lady 
precision. The ranch drenched the upper greens, but 
left the underside naked. The bright coleslaw was a 
better effort, a crunchy foil for blocks of cakey corn- 
bread topped with grilled shrimp and salty cotija in the 
“Suicide King" starter. 

Silky smooth and not too sweet, the ba n a n a pudding 
is made in-house, a genuine article down to the Nilla 
Wafers, while Baby Blues outsources some other des- 
serts to a New Jersey bakery. The wide wedge of key lime 
pie was as photogenic as a Food & Wine cover, but one 
bite revealed something askew beneath the pretty sur- 
face: The custard was sour. At first, the pie’s acidity and 
sweetness just seemed out of balance, but swiftly, the fla- 
vor careened into full-on fermented. Budding foot fetish- 
ist? Consider a test run with this pie before you commit. 

Just to get the taste out of my mouth, I shoveled the 
house-made apple cobbler — cold, dull and not at all like 
a cobbler, really — then turned to drinks, but our glasses 
had been awaiting a refill for 15 minutes. Service here, 

I brought the pie issue up to one of the waiters, a 
friendly dude who had been taking better care of us than 
our actual server. “That’s so weird,” he said, lifting the pie 
for closer inspection in the amber truck-stop light. “They 
were just delivered this morning." He sank the side of my 
fork — my fork — into the green custard, and it got mid- 
way to his mouth before he seemed to realize he was still 
out on the floor, dashing away with the offending dessert. 

When I got the check, the pie wasn’t on the bill. But it 
wasn’t in the trash, cither, and walking by the bar on the 
way out, I noticed staffers passing it around like a cheap 
ho. “Don’t!” I wanted to shout, knocking the pie from their 
paws as they ate and debated its freshness. But it was too 
late. We’d all bo paying for it in the morning.
